ANDREW O'CONNOR 


(1874-1941) Born in the United States. First worked in the studio of 
“his father, also a sculptor. At sixteen he started on his own and worked 
in Boston, New York, Chicago, and London. At twenty-six, O’Connor 
‘was introduced to Stanford White by Daniel Chester French and was 
given the commission to execute a bronze door for Saint Bartholomew’s 
Church, New York City; the success of this first commission led the 
architect to ask the sculptor to complete other doors and the entire 
facade of the church. This work is now one of the glories of the sculp- 
tor’s art in New York. The new Saint Bartholomew’s Church now 
stands at Park Avenue and 47 Street, New York City, and O’Connor’s 
work was incorporated in the new building. 

Andrew O’Connor’s monumental works are scattered over Europe 
and America, such as his “‘Justice’’ at the Peace Palace, the Hague; the 
equestrian statue of Lafayette in Baltimore; his many great Lincolns; 
also many other pieces in the museums of Paris, London, Washington, 


New York, and Dublin.
